All Cal State University campuses 
are implementing a system-wide zero- 
tolerance policy for marijuana of any 
kind in an attempt to avoid losing fed- 
eral funding. ~ 

Zero-tolerance means no accom- 
modations and no exceptions for state- 
legal medical marijuana. 

At other public colleges and uniyer- 
sities in California, medical marijuana 
is “accommodated” on some conditions 
if proper documentation is provided, 
but CSU campuses are more strict in 
regulating drugs on campus, accord- 
ing to SF Weekly, a weekly alternative 
newspaper from San Francisco. 

According to Michael Uhlenkamp, 
a CSU spokesman, CSU campuses and 
police follow federal laws on the use 
and possession of marijuana. 

“The reason that we follow fed- 
eral law is that campuses and students 
would be at risk of losing federal fund- 
ing if we chose to conform to state 
law,” Uhlenkamp said. “Campuses 
could potentially lose grants, and 
students would be at risk of losing fi- 
nancial aid as the Higher Education 
Act denies federal student financial 
aid eligibility to applicants with any

The story behind CSULB’s 
outdoor sculptures, artwork 


The first outdoor 
statue at CSULB was 
made in 1964.

Many students walk across the Cal 
State Long Beach campus daily with- 
out realizing that the walkways are 
scattered with 21 University Art Mu- 
seum curated sculptures and contribu- 

_ tions from four graduate students. 

According to the University Art Mu- 

seum (UAM), eight world-renowned 

"artists placed artwork at CSULB as 
part of the California International 
Sculpture Symposium in the summer 
of 1965. The symposium was an or- 
ganized gathering for the creation of 
monumental sculptures. 

Some of the sculptors who were part 


of the symposium died in recent years, 
such as sculptor Piotr Kowalski, who 
died in 2004 and created “Now,” the 
stainless steel sculpture near the Uni- 
versity Student Union. : 

Internationally known artist Claire 
Falkenstein made “‘U’ as a Set,” the 
structure outside the McIntosh Hu- 
manities building, out of 6,000 pieces” 
of copper tubing. She died in 1997. 

Of the 21 pieces, nine were added 
in 1965. Thirteen pieces were added 
in the three decades following. Then- 
CSULB President Steve Horn desig- 
nated the UAM to take care of the col- 
lection. 

Maren Hassinger was one of the 
sculptors who contributed in the 90s. 
Her wire rope and concrete sculpture, 


. “Evening Shadows,” was moved to 


CSULB in 1993. 

“T reconfigured the piece to respond 
to the given location outside the mu- 
seum,” Hassinger said via email. “I

CSU to review campus 
admission changes 


The review is pending 
approval of changes 
by CSULB President F. 
King Alexander.

Cal State Long Beach administra- 
tors plan to present their new admission 
guidelines to the Cal State University 


Chancellor’s Office in the coming week, . 


after holding the last of three public 
meetings on the topic Wednesday. 

The hearing at Long Beach City Col- 
lege further discussed proposed chang- 
es to admission guidelines that would 
go into effect for the 2013-14 academic 
year. 

The main changes include requiring 
more major-specific preparation, ad- 
justing the minimum criteria for local 
student admission, changing the defini- 
tion of a local student and offering ho- 
listic review of applications for students 
with special circumstances. 

The changes would only apply to the 
CSULB campus. 

“If President Alexander approves 


the plan, we will provide a proposal 
and next week to our CSU Chancellor’s 
Office,’ David Dowell, vice provost for 
planning and budget and director of 
strategic planning at CSULB, said via 
email. 

According to Dowell, all input is being 
considered in crafting the final proposal. 


In addition to the hearings, the public has* 


been able to make comments online. 

The Chancellor’s Office expects to 
take about a month to review the pro- 
posal and possibly approve it, he said. 

Dowell said that changes to local 
priority admissions will benefit most 
LBCC students. 

Under the proposed guidelines, local 
transfer students would be automatical- 
ly admitted to any program at CSULB 
if they meet the minimum requirements 
for that specific department. 

Under current practices, local trans- 
fer students do not get any priority 
when they apply to impacted programs, 
only non-impacted. 

“This is a significant gain in access 
for LBCC students,” Dowell said. 

The proposed revisions also include 
changing the definition of a local trans- 
fer student. Currently, a student who 
transfers from LBCC, Orange Coast 
College, Coastline Community College 
or Golden West College is considered 
local. The new definition would be

based on high-school of origin. 

The change would mean that some 
LBCC students who are considered lo- 
cal under current guidelines would not 
be under the new ones. Dowell main- 
tained that overall, LBCC students 
would benefit, because the change 
would not affect most students at the 
college. 

“We really believe that there is go- 
ing to be less of a disparity in admis- 
sion [between local and non-local stu- 


dents],” Tom Enders, associate vice 
president of enrollment services said. 

Prior to the hearing, LBCC President 
Eloy Ortiz Oakley expressed why he 
felt it was important to hold a public 
meeting onthe campus. __ 

“LBCC is hosting one of the hear- 
ings because we feel that our students 
and community need to hear and -un- 
derstand why the changes are being 
proposed at CSULB and how it would 
impact our students,” he said.

According to the handbook, any can-

The wall. sculpture, “Hollow 
Men,” hangs on Lecture Hall 151 and 
was created by Penhold Peterson, 
who was a CSULB graduate student 
at the time. 

According to Chris Alegria, an edu- 
cation assistant at the UAM, the sculp- 
ture is supposed to be a combination of 
the four horsemen of the apocalypse, 
the crucifixion and Icarus. 

Another student contributed a 
work in 1977. James Russell’s “Voy- 
agers,” a stainless steel sculpture near 
the library and Fine Arts 3 building, 
was created as part of his master’s of 
fine art degree. 

In an email, Russell said attending 
college is a vicarious voyage in life 
and wanted to convey that in his work. 

As for adding more to the collec- 
tion, Alegria said it’s not likely. 

“At least, not at this point,” Alegria 
said. “The museum, the Carpenter 
Center and the Pyramid are part of 
a.common walkway, and we want to 
unite them.”

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Andrew Vaca says 

he feels ‘lopsided’ 
without jazz, modern 
dance.

Andrew Vaca never thought dislo-_ 


cating his leg at age 18 would create so 
many problems for his future in dance. 

Vaca had his first hip replacement in 
2008 and it took him three months to 
recover. ; 

In July, the pain came suddenly 
again. Vaca was blindsided when the 
doctor told him he needed another hip 
replacement. ; 

But 10 weeks after his second sur- 
gery, Vaca, interim chair of Cal State 
Long Beach’s department of dance, was 

back on the dance floor. 

“The first surgery, I had to pei 
three nights in the hospital ... with this 
[recent] surgery, they gave me less an- 
esthesia,” Vaca said. “So when I went to 


my room, they literally had ae walking 
three hours after my surgery.” 

‘In addition to dancing again, Vaca, 
who has been teaching dance at CSULB 
since 1999, is also choreographing a 


piece for the faculty dance concert. - 


He teaches modern dance technique, 
creative dance -for children, a senior 
seminar class and plans to teach jazz 
technique next fall. 

Vaca is professionally trained in 
jazz, ballet and modern dance. 

He has been dancing for nearly 30 
years, and has worked in the sports en- 
tertainment industry for about 25 years. 
This includes being the artistic director 
for the San Diego Charger’s official 
dance team for two years. 

But Vaca only took his first dance class 
while attending Cal State Sacramento. 

- “T’ve gotten a late start, but I’ve made 
up for it by dancing in the school compa- 
ny, and that led to the artistic director’s 
professional company [in Sacramento],” 
Vaca said. “And that’s when I knew that 
that’s the path I wanted to take.” 

Vaca said he started his training in 
jazz dance, and later studied ballet and 
modern dance. He received a master’s 


* of fine arts in dance at the University of 


California, Los Angeles. 
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_Andrew Vaca, interim chair in the CSULB dance department, 


continues to share his passion despite several injuries throughout 


his extensive career. 


“(Jazz and modern dance] kind of ful- 
fill a different part of my creative drive,” 
he said. “I have always been happiest in 
my career when I’m doing a little bit of 


~ both. Otherwise, I feel lopsided.” 


Vaca said he encourages dancers to 
be diligent when recovering from an in- 


jury and said they can always return to 
a place where they can still be a dancer. 

“Tt may not be exactly the same, but 
you can still do it,” Vaca said. “I’m go- 
ing to still be dancing. I’m still going to 
be teaching, and that’s what I was hop- 
ing for.” 
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Freshman psychology major Mal- 
lory Sinclair said she comes to the 
group fitness classes to stay in shape 
and avoid the “freshman 15.” 

“It’s a really great way to stay 
motivated and get the guidance that 
I need,” Sinclair said. “I burn a lot 
more calories in the classes than 
when I work out on my own.” 

MacRae said the SRWC is re- 
sponding to the high demand with 
more body sculpting classes. 

“We already added two Fit Ball 
classes, and another Butts and Guts 
class,” she said. “Also, we’ll add an- 
other instructional class next semes- 
ter for more advanced body sculpt- 
ing.” 

The most popular classes are spin 
(indoor cycling), Butts and Guts and 
the High Intensity Training class. 

“These are the classes that always 
fill up,” Shultz said. “If you want to 
take these classes, get here early.” 

The SRWC offers nearly 50 free 
group fitness classes as well as other 
more specialized instructional class- 
es, such as tai chi, that range from 
$20 to $75, depending on the class 
and the length of the session. 
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misdemeanor or felony drug convic- 
tion.”

awarded about $550 million to more 
than 136,000 undergraduate students 
across the CSU system in Pell Grants. 

As part of the system, Cal State Long 
Beach also conforms to the Drug-Free 
Schools and Communities Act and the 
Higher Education Act, meaning all stu- 
dents, faculty and staff are obliged to 
observe the policy. 

“Despite inconveniences for people 
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who use marijuana as medicine, I sup- 
port the policy because I think that 
there should not be any drugs on any of 
the campuses,” said Reyna Jimenez, a 


senior child development major. “As a 
child development student, I know that 
it really affects the cognitive develop- 
ment especially for teenagers who are 
still in the process.” 

To many students, banning all drugs,

including medical marijuana, is appro- 
priate. 

“Tf they really need [marijuana] and 
must take it on campus, they must first 
prove that they need it for medical pur- 
poses,” said Moses See, a senior geog- 
raphy major. 

However, students with medical 
marijuana cards offered differing opin- 
ions. To them, the policy is illegitimate 
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despite their misuse of the cards. 

“The card, for me, is like an insur- 
ance plan just in case there’s a run in 
with the police,” said Anthony Cobian- . 
Jan, a senior film major. “It’s like drink- 
ing. People are going to get it somehow 
regardless of how difficult it may be. If 
you want something, you’re going to go 
get it no matter what. Herb is safer than 
drinking.”

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The use of medical marijuana in 
California is still a hot topic, and the 
legality of the drug is still a bit hazy. 
Certain cities are still trying to ban 
medical 
marijuana 
dispen- 
saries 
entirely, and the federal government 
continues to shut down dispensaries 
left and right. Until the laws regard- 
ing medical use of cannabis are made 
clearer, the conflict will continue. 

One rule on medical marijuana 
remains clear however. Cal State Uni- 
versities have an official no-tolerance 
policy on marijuana, whether it is 
doctor-recommended or not. 

That’s right, even if you have your 
official medical marijuana card you 
can be heavily disciplined by campus 
police for smoking on campus. This is 
in contrast to the University of Califor- 
nia system, which has been willing to 
make accommodations on a case-to- 
case basis for people who absolutely 
need the drug. 

The main issue here is that some 
Cal State schools require incoming 
freshman to live in the dorms. ff an in- 
coming freshman is a medical pot user, 
he or she would need to vacate their 
campus.to “medicate” themselves. 

Some students have even lost hous- 
ing scholarships just because they were 
found to be in possession of pot, which 
seems unreasonable especially if they 
have a medical excuse. People who are 
found drinking for the first time in the 
dorms often get no more than a slap 
on the wrist, so why should this be any . 
different? 
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It makes sense why medical weed has not been accepted with 
open arms on campus. It is easier for the campus police to just pun-" 
ish every marijuana user than it is for them to check every person’s 
credentials when they catch them puffing away between classes. 
Also, pot smokers have a tendency to “share the wealth.” The 
school does not want full smoking circles popping up just because 
someone has their medical card. 

The problem with medical marijuana regulation as it exists now 
is that the people who actually need it are mixed in with the people 


who are exploiting the system to get high legally. Someone who 
uses pot to regain his appetite after chemotherapy might be in line 
right next to a 20-year-old college sophomore who faked having 


glaucoma. It is impossible to walk down Venice Beach without be- _

As far as medical practices go, it 
is not run in a very official way. 

Most 20-something college students are not going to have a le- 


gitimate reason for needing a medical card to enjoy smoking weed. 


It is reasonable for the school to keep its no-tolerance policy toward 
smoking pot on campus. 

The dorms are a different story. If someone has documentation 
from their doctor saying that they need to be able to smoke weed;

The Cal State system should follow the UC system’s lead and 
make exceptions for the students who are not faking it and actually 
need medical marijuana.

Released on March 2, “Project X” 
is a film that raises the expectations of 
party-goers and depicts the ultimate 
house party.

Produced by director Todd Philips, 
whose trademark films include “Old 
School” and “The Hangover,’ this 
film is depicted as a home video docu- 
mentation, to genuinely resemble an 
authentic high school house party that 
spirals into teenage chaos.

film is what makes it so unique, and its 
humor comes out because every SoCal 
party-crasher can relate to this film in 
some way. 

This story starts off with the typical 
story of an outsider trying to become a 
member of the in-crowd by throwing an 
unforgettable birthday party, known as 
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“the game-changer,” according to Coo- 
per’s New York character, Costa. 

One of the strongest elements of the 
film is the dance party soundtrack that 
plays throughout the event. The song 
that best glorifies the theme of the night 
is Kid Cudi’s “Pursuit of Happiness 
(Steve Aoki Dance Remix),” by rein- 
forcing the idea of doing what is neces- 
sary to gain happiness.

that occur during the huge party. 

Aside from typical events at a house 
party, like skinny-dipping and drinking 
games, this film keeps audiences en- 
gaged by compiling a random sequence 
of events into one crazy rager. 

One would think that the worst is 
over after witnessing Thomas free-fall 
into a bounce house, the dog getting 
tied to a homemade hot-air balloon and 
the neighbor punching the 12-year-old 
security guard. Surprisingly, these acts 
occur all before the cops make their 
first visit.

LBSU will face two ranked 
opponents and other 
quality teams in the Long 
Beach State Invitational.

The Long Beach State women’s softball team 
will welcome somewhat of a home atmosphere 
this weekend as they host the Long Beach State 
Invitational. 

The 49ers may get a break from playing on 
the road, but they won’t be able to relax, as they 
face two ranked opponents, and another who is 
on the verge of cracking USA Today’s Top 25 
poll. 

Until this point, the “Niners have played only 
two games at home while spending the vast ma- 
jority of their time participating in tournaments 
on the road. That, in combination with several 
unfortunate injuries, has led to a disappointing 
7-15 record to start the season. 

“We're definitely making adjustments at 
practice,” LBSU head coach Kim Sowder said. 
“We’re meeting with a sports psychologist, just 
trying to stay relaxed and take it one game at 
a time.” : 

The “Niners have lost ten of their last eleven 


games, but the upcoming tournament will pro- 
vide a great opportunity to turn things around. 

The 49ers have typically had success in the 
Long Beach State Invitational, as they have 
accumulated a 13-6 record in the tournament 
over the past four years. 

“We’re trying to pick up some momentum 
heading into conference play,” Sowder said. 
“It’s difficult, though, with the injuries we’ve 
had.” 

Senior pitcher Taylor Petty has been off the 
field the entire season so far with a case of 
pneumonia and is still considered day-to-day. 
This comes after She pitched most of last-year 
with a torn labrum and was finally healthy 
coming into this season. 

The 49ers will take on five teams in the up- 
coming tournament, which will include a total 
of twelve schools and will be played at three 
different sites. All of the ‘Niners games will be 
held at Mayfair Field in Lakewood. 

The Beach will open the tournament against 
Eastern Kentucky on Thursday. They will then 
face a 17-5 Oregon State team in the nightcap of 
the doubleheader. Oregon State received votes 
in the USA Today NCAA softball poll and is 
just outside the national top 25. 

LBSU will have its toughest test when it 
plays No. 17-ranked UCLA on Friday. It will be 
the “Niners third game against a ranked Pac-12 
opponent, as they faced then-No. 14 Stanford 
and then-No. 15 Arizona at the Cathedral City 
Classic in Palm Springs two weekends ago. 
They lost those games 3-0 and 4-0, respectively 

“We always try to play the toughest competi-
